(Inspection conducted at travel location in Conway, SC on 
September 4, 2013 and October 31,2013 identified the following non- 
compliant items: 

**T ag#3 1 has excess tearing in both eyes and upper lashes clumped 
together with mucoid material. **Tag#20 has tleas and bites on 
tailhead area. Large buildup of brown waxy exudate in right ear. 
**SmaII w'hite long hair dog had tan mass in his mouth covering 
lower incisor. All upper cheek and upper canine teeth have thick 
brown exudate buildup covering teeth. **Tag#19 has buildup of 
brown exudate on all check teeth. ** Tag#10 has bumpy crusty 
lesions around neck, lias harbared fur on hind end and base of tail. 
**Tag#4 has a lump below left eye. Has a very stilted rear gait, lias 
muscle tissue tleep lesions over both knees. **Tag#33 has some flea 
dirt. **Tag#6 has buildup of brown exudate on all check teeth. 
**Tag#5 & #8 have heavy buildup of exudate oil most check and 
canine teeth. Gums are retracted exposing roots in several areas. 
**Tag#21 has black waxy exudate in both ears and bumpy crusty 
lesions all around the top of the neck. ** Tag#29 is very thin and has 
barbered fur at the tail head and down hack legs. Scabs and lesions 
all around the neck.)
